Sotial Clubs Must
Pay $48 License
| Yearly in County

Effdctive Feb, 18, so-called so-
cial clubs in Lomita and other
unincorporated territory will be
required to-pay a fee of $12 a
quarter, amounting to $48 a year,
under- an ordinance adopted this
week by the board of supervis-
ors. .

In addmon, proprietors of the
‘clubs will be required to take
down all screens at the front of
the rooms where pool tables are
placed, so that full view of the
interior is not hidden from the
street.

The ordinance was recom-
mended after complaints from
pool hall operators .that  while
they were required to pay $1 per
month on each table the so-called
social clubs avoided payment of
| license fees.
